1 
took an affidavit ffom Virginia Davis, and Det. Provn took affidavit from 
Jeanette Davis, The spent .38 shell that Virginia Davis gave me vas sub- 
mitted to Lt. J. C. Bay in the Crira Lab, We carried these voraen back to 
their home.
